IMMENSE RLPUBLICAN GAINS 


Philadelphia. Nov. 7.—The most ex- 
citing campaign in Pennsylvania in 25 
years has ended in a triumph for Ed- 
win S. Stuart, Rep., for governor, over 
I^ewis Emery, Jr., Dem. and Lincoln 
Party, by a plurality of nearly 100,- 
000. 


Aside from the contest for governor 
and other state officers, the chief In- 
terest centered in the battle in Phila- 
delphia for district attorney and in a 
few of 
the 
congressional districts. 
Members of the house of representa- 
tives and county officers were elected 
In nearly every county, and state «en- 
ators were chosen in 25 of the 50 dis- 
tricts. 


Samuel P. Rotan, R.. was elected dis- 
trict attorney in Philadelphia by a 
vote which will exceed 40,000, defeat- 
ing D. Clarence Gibboney, who had 
the support of the reform forces and 
the Democrats. 


The incoming legislature will be 
strongly Republican, although not so 
overwhelmingly for that party as it 
was two years ago. 


The new personal registration law, 
which went into effect since the last 
election, reduced the normal vote in 
many of the cities. The corrupt prac- 
tices act, which also became oper- 
ative since the last election, also oper- 
ated to cut down the vote in some lo- 
calities. The act prohibits the use of 
money at elections, except for legiti- 
mate purposes, and is claimed to have 
deterred many poll workers from buy- 
ing votes. 


One of the chief issues in the state 
campaign was the new capítol, which 
was dedicated on October 4. The Fii- 
sionists claimed that several million 
dollars of 
overcharges ünñ duplica- 
tions are represented in furnishing and 
equipping the building. The Republi- 
can candidates pledged themselves if 
elected to honestly investigate tho^^e 
chargeii'and to place tho responsibility 
for the alleged eX'travagance where it 
rightfully belonged.

Philadelphia, Nov. 7.—The most ex­ 
citing campaign in Pennsylvania in 25 
years has ended in a triumph for Ed­ 
win S. Stuart, Rep., for governor, over 
Lewis Emery, Jr., Dem. and Lincoln 
Party, by a plurality of nearly 100,- 
000. 


Aside from the contest for governor 
and other state officers, the chief in­ 
terest centered in the battle in Phila­ 
delphia for district attorney and in a 
few of 
the 
congressional districts. 
Members of the house of representa­ 
tives and county officers were elected 
in nearly every county, and state sen­ 
ators were chosen in 25 of the 50 dis­ 
tricts. 


Samuel P. Rotan, R., was elected dis­ 
trict attorney in Philadelphia by a 
vote which will exceed 40,000, defeat­ 
ing D. Clarence Gibboney, who had 
the support of the reform forces and 
the Democrats. 


The incoming legislature will be 
strongly Republican, although not so 
overwhelmingly for that party as it 
was two years ago. 


The new personal registration law, 
which went into effect since the last 
election, reduced the normal vote in 
many of the cities. The corrupt prac­ 
tices act, which also became oper­ 
ative since the last election, also oper­ 
ated to cut down the vote in some lo­ 
calities. The act prohibits the use of 
money at elections, except for legiti­ 
mate purposes, and is claimed to have 
deterred many poll workers from buy­ 
ing votes. 


One of the chief issues in the state 
campaign was the new capitol, which 
was dedicated on October 4. The Fu- 
sionists claimed that several million 
dollars of 
overcharges and duplica­ 
tions are represented in furnishing and 
equipping the building. The Republi­ 
can candidates pledged themselves if 
elected to honestly investigate those 
charged and to place the responsibility 
for the alleged extravagance where it 
rightfully belonged. 


Of the congressional contests the 
hottest was that against John Dalzell, 
one of the Republican floor leaders.

Weaning P-^s. 


One of the best ways of weaning 


pigs is to place a small trouga just 
outside the pen when they are about 
two weeks old, and in it put a small 
quantity of skim-milk once a day. 
It is a good idea to set the trough 
down in the ground a little, so they 
can easily get their heads into it. 
They will soon find it, and when the 
milk is poured in will come to it. 
As soon as they learn where it is 
the milk should have a small quan- 
tity of corn-meal, bran and mid- 
dlings mixed with it. 
About the 


fourth week the milk, 
corn-meal, 


bran and middlings should be mixed 
to a moderately thick slop. Gradu- 
ally increase the thickening until it 
Is more like a mush than a slop, and 
feed twice a day regularly, so they 
will be on hand at feeding time. 
Treated in this manner they will al- 
most wean themselves, especially if 
they have plenty of clover or grass. 
Ths trough, in wMcii they are fed 
must always be kept clean and sweet, 
especially -while the pigs are small. 
Food that has soured is apt to cause 
trouble with the bowels. Pigs that 
are 
weaned in this way are 
not

Is removed. If the milk supply is 
limited, water may be added to it 
to make the slop and mush. There

By 
experts these turdy horses are often 
called pigs, because they eat any- 
thing, are never sick or sorry, but 
are ever ready like a mule.

as they should be, a breed could be 
established that would work twenty 
years and be ever Immune from all 
the besetting ailments to which the 
more showy animal is subject, and 
on the field of battle would super- 
sede the best of mules.—W. R. Gil- 
bert. 


Comfort For Hen and Chicks. 
It is a cruel plan which shuts off 


the air almost entirely from the hen 
with a brood of chicks by placing a 
board in front of the coop at night; 
nor is such a plan necessary if one 
will take the trouble to build a coop 
or coops after the following plan: 
Build the coop after the usual plan, 
sloping the roof to the rear and 
covering the front with slats except 
at one lower corner, where a door 
should be arranged, so that the hen 
can be easily let out when desired. 
To solve the problem of plenty of 
fresh air and at the same time free- 
dom from prowling small animals, 
construct a screen; make the frame 
large enough completely to cover the 
front of the coop and cover it with 
wire netting; at either side fasten

A Unique Lamb Trough. 


tn tho Breeders' Gazette a corre- 
spondent gives an 
illustration, afl 
well as a description, of" what we be- 
lieve to bo a very unique trough for 
the purpose of feeding lambs. 
It 
ia as follows: 


Tho accompanying 
sketch shows 
the most practical lamb trough 
I 
have ever seen. 
The Idea of this 
trough is to teach the lambs to feed 
at an early age and it prevents them 
from Jumping into the trough. 
Take 
two pieces of lumber, «ay, four by 
four, each six feet In length, allow- 
ing two inches to go In tho ground; 
on one 
of these two 
timbers is 
placed a four by four, as seen In the 


On the field of battle, however, a wllV 
ing horse would serve far 
better

Different 
breeds and 
strains ol 
horses have different characteristics, 
some being showy, but delicate in 
constitution, whilst others are not 
so attractive, though nearly as hardy 
as a mule. 
Now, I would urge that 
in all work wherein a mule is con 
sidered suitable, employ a horse of 
mulish character and ho will do the 
work better than any mule can. 
By 
experts these hardy horses are often 
called pigs, because they eat any- 
thing, are never sick or sorry, but 
are ever ready like a mule. 


Were these same horses cultivated 
as they should be, a breed could be 
established that would work twenty 
years and be ever Immune from all 
tho besetting ailments to which the 
more showy animal is subject, and 
on the field of battle would super- 
sede the best of mules.—W. R. Gil- 
bert.

The trough can be 
made any length desired and can be 
placed in a sheep shed. 


AVcaning Piss, 


One of tho best ways of weaning 
pigs Is to place a small trough just 
outside the pen when they are about 
two weeks old, and in It put a small 
quantity of sklm-mllk once a day. 
It is a good idea to set the trough 
down in the ground a little, so they 
can easily get their heads Into it. 
They will soon find It, and when the 
milk is poured in will come to it. 
As soon as they learn where It Is 
the milk should have a small quan- 
tity of corn-meal, bran and 
mid- 
dlings mixed with it. 
About the 
fourth week the milk, 
corn-meal, 
bran and middlings should be mixed 
to a moderately thick slop. 
Gradu- 
ally increase the thickening until it 
Is more like a mush than a slop, and 
feed twice a day regularly, so they 
will be on liand at feeding time. 
Treated in this manner they will al- 
most wean themselves, especially if 
they have plenty of clover or grass. 
The trough In which they are fed 
must always be kept clean and sweet, 
especially while the pigs are small. 
Food that has soured Is apt to cause 
trouble with the bowels. 
Pigs that 
are 
weaned 
in this way are 
not 
checked in growth when the mother 
Is removed. 
If the milk supply is 
limited, water may be added to it 
to make tho slop and mush. 
There 
Is nothing to be gained by cooking 
food 
for 
pigs.—Fred

contrivances 
are 
useless 
nettle 
creepers, that deep expensive drain- 
age of stiff poor clays does not re- 
main effective long enough to pay 
and that certain fashionable beefy 
breeds are useless and profitless in a 
milking herd. 


There is another permanent 
or 
oft repeated cry, however, viz.: Why 
do not 
farmers breed 
big mules, 
which animals are found so advan- 
tageous 
in 
various 
parts of the 
world, their claims resting upon their 
freedom Irom sickness or unsound- 
ness, 
their 
hardihood, 
longevity, 
thriftiness on cheap rough food and 
their ability to work in any climate? 


No one can dispute these and other 
claims of a like character which they 
inherit from the donkey tiibe; but

Comfort For Hen and Cliicks. 
It is a cruel plan which shuts off 
the air almost entirely from the hen 
with a brood of chicks by placing a 
board in front of the coop at night; 
nor Is such a plan necessary if one 
will take the trouble to build a coop 
or coops after the following plan: 
Build the coop after the usual plan, 
sloping the roof to the rear 
and 
covering the front with slats except 
at one lower corner, where a door 
should be arranged, so that the hen 
can be easily let out when desired.

Though the sting of a scorpion in 
temperate climates is painful, it is 
not regarded dangerous. 
In tropical 
and semi-tropical countries it often 
produces alarming symptoms, prob- 
ably because the creature which in- 
flicts the injury belongs to a more 
dangerous species of the family than 
Is found in colder regions. A French 
physician. Dr. Gros, who has 
had 
much experience in Algeria, describes 
a case which came under his notice. 
Tho New York Medical Journal finds 
the particulars in a foreign periodi- 
cal.

finger. 
He Instantly felt 
a pain which he likened to a "ball 
mounting to his heart."

During the entire day the man 
coul'u eat nothing, though he had no 
di^iiculty in swallowing. 
He com- 
plained of dryness and stiffness of 
the throat, but was not very thirsty.

could not sleep. 


On the following morning the man 
was brought to Dr, Gros. 
His face

Scarcity of Lambs, 


How can there be other than a 
scarcity of lambs and high prices 
v/hen the tendency of tho producer 
Is to sell each crop of lambs as fast 
as they become of marketable size 
and age and the tendency of the con- 
sumer to have lamb for his dinner, 
no matter what the price demanded? 
asks the Twentieth Century Farmer. 
The sheep raiser is not proving him- 
self able to supply the requirements 
of the mutton eater as fast as the 
demands are coming, 
This is ob- 
served in the decline of sheep popu- 
lation, and the great demand for tho 
female side of the flock which has 
developed in the market 
centres, 
where the contest is fought out be- 
tween the packer and the buyer of 
the ewe lor mutton and for breeding 
purposes. 


The ewe llock is not a long lived 
element in the sheep industry; they 
soon wear out and must go into the 
mutton market. 
Their places must 
be filled from tho ranks of the laml^ 
flock, and if these are taken by the 
extx-a 
inducements 
of high prices 
there is a serious decline in produc- 
tion staring the business in the face. 


That lambs for feeding purposes 
are going to be high there can bo no 
question. 
That the general prices 
for mutton will continue high there 
can bo no doubt. 
That this scarcity 
is well grounded there is every reas- 
on to believe. 
That feeders of sheep 
will be obliged to change to cattle to 
a greater or Jess extent, there seem 
good grounds for prediction. 


Sheep breeders never have greater 
opportunities for profit in mutton 
and wool than they are now enjoy- 
ing throughout the 
range country, 
Tho careful selection and retention 
of the choice ewe lambs of the flock 
each year is a business requirement, 
and tho careful selection and pur- 
chase of the best rams is business 
intelligence,—American Cultivator.

Weaning Piss. 


One of tho best ways of weaning 
pigs is to place a small trough just 
outside the pen when they are about 
two weeks old, and in it put a small 
quantity of skim-milk once a day. 
It is a good idea to set the trough 
down in the ground a little, so they 
can easily get their heads into it. 
They will soon find it, and when the 
milk is poured in will como to it. 
As soon as they learn where it is 
the milk should have a small quan­ 
tity of corn-meal, bran and mid­ 
dlings mixed with it. 
About the 
fourth week the milk, 
corn-meal, 
bran and middlings should be mixed 
to a moderately thick slop. 
Gradu­ 
ally increase the thickening until it 
Is more like a mush than a slop, and 
feed twice a day regularly, so they 
will be on hand at feeding time. 
Treated in this manner they will al­ 
most wean themselves, especially if 
they have plenty of clover or grass. 
The trough in which they are fed 
must always be kept clean and sweet, 
especially while the pigs are small. 
Food that has soured is apt to cause 
trouble with the bowels. 
Pigs that 
are 
weaned 
in this way are 
not 
checked in growth when the mother 
is removed. 
If the milk supply is 
limited, water may be added to it 
to make the slop and mush. 
There 
is nothing to be gained by cooking 
food 
for 
pigs.— Fred 
Grundy, in 
Farm and Fireside.

Comfort For Hen and Chicks. 
It is a cruel plan which shuts off 
the air almost entirely from the hen 
with a brood of chicks by placing a 
board in front of the coop at night;

Build the coop after the usual plan, 
sloping the roof to the rear and 
covering the front with slats except 
at one lower corner, where a door 
should be arranged, so that the hen 
can be easily let out when desired.

Scarcity of Lambs. 


How can there be other than a 
scarcity of lambs and high prices 
when the tendency of tho producer 
is to sell each crop of lambs as fast 
as they become of marketable sizo 
and age and the tendency of the con­ 
sumer to have lamb for his dinner, 
no matter what the price demanded? 
asks the Twentieth Century Farmer. 
The sheep raiser is not proving him­ 
self able to supply the requirements 
of the mutton eater as fast as the 
demands are coming. 
This is ob­ 
served in the decline of sheep popu­ 
lation, and the great demand for tho 
female side of tho flock which has 
developed in the market 
centres, 
where the contest is fought out be­ 
tween the packer and the buyer of 
the ewe for mutton and for breeding 
purposes. 


The ewe flock ls not a long lived 
element in the sheep industry; they 
soon wear out and must go into the 
mutton market. 
Their places must 
be filled from the ranks of the laml} 
flock, and if these are taken by the 
extra 
inducements 
of high prices 
there is a serious decline in produc­ 
tion staring the business in the face. 


That lambs for feeding purposes 
are going to be high there can bo no 
question.

M. Blanchard, a shining light in 
the

medical 
world, 
now 
oomes forward with a startling ii6w 
theory which entirely upsets all pre- 
conceived notions. 
He assorts—and 
says his assertion Is backed by Pro- 
fessor Metchnlkoff, of the Pasteur In- 
stitute—that appendicitis is undoubt- 
edly 
caused 
by 
intestinal 
worms. 
These are of three kinds, and tho 
most dangerous is that known as tho 
trygocephal, which causes the sharp 
pains and symptoms which indicate 
appendicitis. 


Microscopic examination in every 
case of appendicitis that has como 
under the observation of Professor 
Blanchard 
and 
Professor 
Metchni- 
koff has revealed the presence of 
Ihese parasites In the appendix. "Ap- 
pendicitis." says Professor Blanch- 
ard, "more especially occurs during 
the hot weather, and, although not 
ontagious or infectious, it frequently 
assumes tho character of an epidem- 
ic in certain districts." 


Now, according to the professor, 
market gardens in the neighborhood 
of great cities, such as Paris and 
London, are frequently manured and 
rertlllzed 
by 
the 
deodorized 
and 
chemically treated 
product 
of 
the 
city sewers. 
In these market gar- 
dens the vegetables arc forced, and 
examination shows that they contain 
Humerous Intestinal parasites, 
and 
especially the eggs of the dreaded 
trygocephal. 


The professor says that a surgical 
operation 
for 
appendicitis Is abso- 
lutely 
unnecessary, 
and 
that

should never 
be performed

He urges leg- 
islation to forbid the use of deodor- 
ized and chemically treated sewage 
as manure, and that thymol should 
be extensively used against intesti- 
nal worms.

It Is not tlie best of demonstra* 
Hons of our high civilization—It is. 
Indeed, about the worst—that it has 
been left to a few rich men to urge 
and undertake 
tho building oi a 
long-needed "boulevard" connecting 
tho two shores of Long Island. 
Thi» 
boulevard, as planned, will, after all, 
only be a good road, and the excel- 
lence of Long Island's highways is 
much less the concern of the sum- 
mer residents than that of the people 
who live there all the year round 
and use the roads for the practical 
businesses 
of their 
hard-working 
lives. 


To the summer folk good roads 
mean only personal pleasure as they 
ride, for the mere sake of motion, 
In their carriages or 
automobiles; 
for the farmers taking their prod- 
uce to market, for tho village trades- 
men delivering tholr wares dally over 
their 
extensive 
routes, the 
good 
roads mean much 
more than 
tho 
they mean the saving of enormous 
annual expenditures for horses and 
wagons, the xitlllzatlon of many an 
energy now worse than wasted, and 
a general elevation of country life 
in all its phases. 


But good roads cost money, and 
a lot of it, while bad roads aro al- 
most as cheap as no roads at all. 
However, when one conies to think 
of It this Is not the best of reconv 
mendatlons for anybody except the 
most 
short-sighted 
of economists. 
As a matter of fact, no roads at all 
»re the most expensive of all—so ex- 
pensive that even naked savages can- 
not afford them, but 
must 
make 
paths, and, as the poor road Is only 
a little better than no road, it is 
easy to see that it is only a lUtle 
cheaper. 
It is the good road that 
is the real money-saver, In practice 
as In theory, and moro and more 
hare people come to see their ' 'ay 
through the paradox. We have been 
extremely slow to do It In this coun- 
try, and our 
roads are 
wretched 
things, as a rule, but we are begin- 
ning to understand how bad 
they 
are and here and there appear evi- 
dences of intelligence and Improve- 
ment. 
First of all. should we get 
rid of the notion that good roads are 
a special concern of the rich an-' 
eannot bo afforded 
by 
the 
poor. 
There never was a greater delusion 
and few that have done more harm 
in the way of delaying the devolep- 
ment «f the 
country.—New 
York 
Times.

Thc Seci^ct of the Maple. 


No thoughtful person who 
has 
over visited a maple-grove In the 
early spring, while snow-banks are 
yèt lingering in sheltered 
hollows, 
and has seen pailful after pailful of 
sweet sap drawn from 
the auger- 
holes in the shapely trunks, can have 
failed to wonder what forces govern 
the flow of the sap. 
When the warm 
sun touches the treetops the flow in- 
creases. 
A rise of a few degrees 
in temperature often causes a great 
increase of flow, if the rise passes the 
zero point, on the Centigrade scale, 
that is, the freezing-point of water- 
But a considerable change of tem- 
perature in which the 
fluctuations 
do not cross the zero line causes no 
marked change in the flow of the 
sap. 
Dr. K. M. Wiegand, discussing 
these and other related facts in the 
Américain Naturalist, reaches the con- 
clusion that neither 
expansion oJ 
gas in the wood, nor expansion oJ 
water, nor expansion of the wood 
itself, is the underlying cause of thi 
pressure which 
produces tho flow, 
but that this pressure arises from 
the effects of temperature in altering 
jthe osmotic permeability of the pith- 
ray cells. 


Ideal Tonring if Roads Improve. 
The question of good roads 
in 
Vermont has been much agitated of 
late by press and public all over the 
State, and it is apparent that both 
are waking up to a realization that 
a prominent 
factor 
in Vermont's 
prosperity is permanent roads. 


An automobile 
enthusiast 
from

here because of the roads; whereas, 
if they were improved to a consider- 
able extent, the influx of summer visi- 
tors would soon grow to enormous 
proportions.

Gates. 
Vermont is 
making marked progress In the di- 
rection of improved roads, and the 
eifect 
of 
the crusade inaugurated 
under him by the road commission- 
ers in different parts of the State 
is already making itself felt. Meet- 
ings are being held throughout the 
State tinder the auspices of the Na- 
tional Good Roads Association.—Tho 
Automobile, 


Ronds For Automobiles.

k New Theory Advanced Respecting 


Its Cause. 


The question as to whether it Is 


advisable to operate 
bo frequently 
for appendicitis continues to arouse 
the interest of French physicians. 


M. Blanchard, a shining light in 
the 
French 
medical 
world, 
now 
comes forward with a startling new 
theory which entirely upsets all pre­ 
conceived notions. 
He assorts— and 
says his assertion is backed by Pro­ 
fessor Metchnilcoff, of the Pasteur In­ 
stitute— that appendicitis is undoubt­ 
edly caused by intestinal worms. 
These are of three kinds, and tho 
most dangerous Is th at known as tho 
trjrgocephal, which causes the sharp 
pains and symptoms which indicate 
appendicitis. 


Microscopic examination in every 
ease of appendicitis th at has como 
under the observation of Professor 
Blanchard and Professor Metclini- 
koff has revealed the presence of 
kheso parasites in the appendix. “Ap­ 
pendicitis,” says Professor Blanch­ 
ard, “more especially occurs during 
the hot weather, and, although not 
contagious or infectious, it frequently 
assumes the character of an epidem­ 
ic in certain districts." 


Now, according to the professor, 
market gardens in the neighborhood 
of great cities, such as Paris and 
London, are frequently manured and 
fertilized 
by 
the 
deodorized 
and 
chemically treated product of the 
city sewers. 
In these m arket gar­ 
dens the vegetables aro forced, and 
examination shows that they contain 
numerous intestinal parasites, and 
especially the eggs of the dreaded 
trygocephal. 


The professor says th at a surgical 
operation for appendicitis is abso­ 
lutely 
unnecessary, 
and 
th at 
it 
should never be performed 
unless 
3ome hard substance such as a cher­ 
ry stone has been accidentally swal­ 
lowed by the patient. 
He urges leg­ 
islation to forbid the use of deodor­ 
ized and chemically treated sewage 
as manure, and th at thymol should 
be extensively used against intesti­ 
nal worms. 


“Appendicitis," 
adds 
Professor 
Blanchard, 
“when 
not the 
conse­ 
quence of the accidental swallowing 
of some hard substance, is undoubt­ 
edly caused by the parasite to be 
found in cabbage, turnips, carrots, 
\n d cauliflower. 
The danger lies in 
sating vegetables th at 
have 
been 
forced by manures or watered by 
contaminated well and spring w ater." 
—Paris correspondence London Mail.

The Secrct of the Maple# 


No thoughtful person who 
has 
ever visited a maple-grove in the 
early spring, while snow-banks are 
yet lingering in sheltered hollows, 
and has seen pailful after pailful of 
sweet sap drawn from 
the auger- 
holes In the shapely trunks, can have 
failed to wonder w hat forces govern 
the flow of the sap. 
W hen the warm 
sun touches the treetops the flow in­ 
creases. 
A rise of a few degrees 
in tem perature often causes a great 
increase of flow, if the rise passes the 
zero point, on the Centigrade scale, 
th at is, the freezing-point of water, 
But a considerable change of tem ­ 
perature in which the fluctuations 
do not cross the zero line causes no 
marked change in the flow of the 
sap. 
Dr, K. M. W iegand, discussing 
these and other related facts in the 
American N aturalist, reaches the con­ 
clusion that neither 
expansion oJ 
gas in the wood, nor expansion oJ 
water, nor expansion of the wood 
itself, is the underlying cause of th* 
pressure which 
produces tho flow, 
ut th at this pressure arises from 
the effects of tem perature in altering 
jthe osmotic permeability of the pith- 
ray cells.

Roads and Their Cost* 


It is not the best of demonstr»« 
tlons of our high civilization— It is, 
indeed, about the worst— that it has 
been left to a few rich men to urge 
and undertake 
tho building oi a 
long-needed “boulevard" connecting 
tho two shores of Long Island. 
This 
boulevard, as planned, will, after all, 
only be a good road, and the excel­ 
lence of Long Island's highways is 
much less the concern of the sum­ 
m er residents than that of the people 
who live there all the year round 
and use the roads for the practical 
businesses 
of their 
hard-working 
lives. 


To the summer folk good roads 
mean only personal pleasure as they 
ride, for tho mere sake of motion, 
in their carriages or automobiles; 
for tho farmers taking their prod­ 
uce to market, for tho village trades­ 
men delivering their wares daily over 
their 
extensive 
routes, the 
good 
roads mean much more than tho 
they mean the saving of enormous 
annual expenditures for horses and 
wagons, the utilization of many an 
energy now worse than wasted, and 
a general elevation of country life 
In all its phases. 


But good roads cost money, and 
a lot of it, while bad roads arc al­ 
most as cheap as no roads at all. 
However, when ono comes to think 
of it this is not the best of recom­ 
mendations for anybody except the 
most 
short-sighted 
of economists. 
As a m atter of fact, no roads at all 
are the most expensive of all— so ex­ 
pensive that even naked savages can­ 
not afford them, but 
m ust make 
paths, and, as the poor road is only 
a little better than no road, it is 
easy to see th at it is only a little 
cheaper. 
It is the good road that 
is the real money-saver, In practice 
as In theory, and moro and more 
h are people come to see their • ay 
through the paradox. We have been 
extremely clow to do it in this coun­ 
try, and our 
roads are 
wretched 
things, as a rule, but we are begin­ 
ning to understand how bad they 
are and here and there appear evi­ 
dences of intelligence and improve­ 
ment. 
First of all, should we get 
rid of the notion that good roads are 
a special concern of the rich an«' 
cannot be afforded 
by 
the 
poor. 
There never was a greater delusion 
and few that have done more harm 
in the way of delaying the devolep- 
m ent #f the 
country.— New York 
Times. 


Ideal Touring if Roads Improve. 
The question of good roads 
in 
Vermont has been much agitated of 
late by press and public all over the 
State, and it is apparent th at both 
are waking up to a realization that 
a prom inent 
factor 
in Vermont’s 
prosperity is perm anent roads. 


An automobile 
enthusiast 
from 
New York State, speaking particu­ 
larly of the roads on the western 
side of the State, makes the follow­ 
ing statem ent: 
“ It is a beautiful 
country and a delightful place to 
sum mer in, but there are many auto 
tourists who would hesitate to come 
here because of the roads; whereas, 
if they were improved to a consider­ 
able extent, the influx of summer visi­ 
tors would soon grow to enormous 
proportions. 
It takes 
so little to 
make good roads. 
The m aterial is 
at hand, and it does not require a 
very heavy outlay. 
The people of 
Vermont arc asleep to their oppor­ 
tunities." 


This 
statem ent is 
undoubtedly 
true, but it is also true that, under 
tho leadership 
of Slate 
Highway 
Commissioner 
Gates, 
Vermont is 
m aking marked progress in the di­ 
rection of improved roads, and the 
effect 
of 
the crusade inaugurated 
under him by the road commission­ 
ers in different parts of the State 
is already making itself felt. Meet­ 
ings are being held throughout the 
State tinder the auspices of the Na­ 
tional Good Roads Association.— The 
Automobile, 


Hoads For Automobiles. 


Although, since the use of auto­ 
mobiles became widespread in a con­ 
siderable section of thé country, a 
good deal of money has been ex­ 
pended on the improvement of roads, 
very much more m ust be devoted to 
the purpose if long-distance traveling 
is to bo promoted. 
Under the aus­ 
pices of the Good Roads League a 
movement has been starte# for the 
construction of a highway suitable 
for automobiles from the Schuylkill 
River to a provisional term inus at 
Pittsburg. 
The distance is nearly 
300 miles, and the computed cost of 
such a structure would be between 
three and three and a half million 
dollars. 
A more interesting and 
promising plan was mooted the other 
day by the Philadelphia Public Ledg­ 
er. 
The scheme proposed by th at 
newspaper contemplates the restor­ 
ation, improvement 
and extension 
of the old “National Road," other­ 
wise 
known as the 
“ Cumberland 
Road," which was built by the Fed­ 
eral Government during the thirty- 
three years preceding 1839. 
Made, 
as it was, under the supervision of 
engineers of the regular army, this 
highway has been compared for sol- 
lidity with the m ilitary thorough­ 
fares created by the Romans, the re­ 
mains of which are still turned to 
account in many parts of Europe.— 
H arper's Weekly.

wife stated that at the time mentioned her 
husband, who was in his usual health, 
walked to the ¡back porch of his home; 
shortly after, she having occasion to visit 
the back porch, she found him in a kneel 
ing posture, with a great gash in his 
throat, and a pool of blood almost cover­ 
ing the porch. 
He was alive, but unable 
to speak. A messenger was hastily dis­ 
patched for Dr. Geo. L. Rice, and the 
Rev Father Hygen, of St. Mary’s Church, 
was summoned. 
Father Hygen arrived 
in a few minutes, and administered the 
last rites of the church. Dr. Rice appear­ 
ed in about ten minutes, but a few mo­ 
ments previous Mr. Smith had expired. 
In the suicide, Mr. Smith employed a 
small Arbuckle razor, which was found 
lyi^e on the porch beside him. The sui­ 
cide was most determined as Dr. Rice 
states that he made at least four slashes 
with the razor, severing the carotid artery 
and windpipe back to the bones. 


Mr. Smith at one time was an energetic 
and trustworthy young business man at 
Mt. Rock, where he conducted a general 
store for about nine years, also serving as 
postmaster. Three years ago he sold the 
business to Frank Wagaman and moved 
to McSherrystown. The business revers 
es which culminated in the tragic death 
of the young man are directly traceable to 
habits of intemperance. 


Mr. Smith was married nine years ago 
to a daughter of Edward Colgan, of near 
Lilly’s mill. 
Mrs Smith was prostrated 
by the shock and is under the care of a 
physician. Mr. Smith was a son of J. Ei 
Smith, Esq., of Mt. Rock, and is survived 
by hiB wife, his mother and two half- 
brothers—T. I. Smith, of Hanover, and 
Gregory Smith, of McSherrystown. 


Large Barn Burned. 


A disastrous fire occurred Thursday 
night about 9 o’clock on the farm of Mr. 
O. F. Aspers near Bermudian church. 
The entire family had gone to bed and 
were aroused by the glare of the fire and 
crackling of the flames and were amazed 
upon looking out of the window to find 
the large barn ablaze. They hurried to 
the scene and finding that it was useless 
to attempt to save%the building they de­ 
voted ail their energy in rescuing stock 
and preventing the flames from spreading 
to the other buildings. 
In the former 
they were but partially successful, in the 
latter entirely so. 
Seven young cattle 
were burned to death being in an inac- 
ceesable part of the barn but all the hors­ 
es and milch cows were saved. 
All the 
grain was burned, including seven hun­ 
dred bushels of corn and a great deal of 
wheat and oats. In addition to this heavy 
loss the threshing machine, clover huller 
and all the farm implements with the ex­ 
ception of a large wagon were consumed 
by the flames. 


The loss on the contents of the barn, 
exclusive of the building itself, will amount 
to at least a $1,000. 
Mr. Aspers had 
placed $900 insurance with the Mummas- 
burg Company. The fire wad, without 
doubt, of incendiary origin. 
Suspicion 
rests on certain parties and if they are 
found to be well grounded the guilty per­ 
sons will be severely dealt with.

ings is scarcely an inferior grace. It 
is easy enough to lore those who are 
agreeable and obliging—what fiy Is 
not-attracted by sugar and honey?—• 
but to love one who is cross, per- 
rerse, tiresome, is as unpleasant * 
process as chewing pills. Neverthe- 
less, this is the real touchstone of 
brotherly love. 
The best -way of 


practicing it is to put ourselves in the 
place of him who tries us, and to see 
how we would wish him to treat us 
if we had his defects. We must put 
ourselves in the place of the buyer 
when we sell, and seller when we 
buy, if we want to deal fairly.—Fran- 
cis d« Sales.

In the holiday season it to well 


that we should occupy ourselves with 
the aptitudes of our body, once more 
restored to nature, and in particular 
with the exercises that most Increase 
its strength, its agility.* and the quali- 
ties which it possesses as the body 
of a fine, healthy, formidable animal, 
ready to face all life's exigencies. 


I remember in this connection that 


lately, when writing of the sword, I 
allowed myself to be carried away 
by my subject and that I was guilty 
of a certain injustice toward the only 
specific weapon with which nature 
has endowed us; I -mean the fist. 
This injustice I am anxious to repair. 


The sword and the fist form each 


other's complement, and if it be not 
ungracious thus to express oneself, 
are not on good terms together; but 
the sword is or should be only an 
exceptional weapon, a sort of ultima 
et sacra ratio. We should not have 
recourse to it save with solemn pre- 
cautions and a ceremonial equivalent 
to that which we 
surround those 


criminal trials which may end in a 
sentence of death. 


The flst, on the contrary, is pre- 


eminently the everyday, the human 
weapon, the only wnapon organically 
adapted to the sensibility, the resis- 
tance, the offensive 
and defensive 


structure of our body. 


The fact is* that if we examine our- 


selves well we must, rank ourselves, 
without vanity, among the most un- 
protected, the most naked, the most 
fragile, the most brittle and flaccid 
beings in creation. Compare us, for 
instance, with the insect, so formid- 
ably equipped for attack and so fan- 
tastically armor cased! Contemplate 
among others the ant, upon which 
you may heap ten or twenty thou- 
sand times the weight of its body 
without apparently 
inconveniencing 


it. 
Consider 
the cockchafer, 
the 


least robust of the beeltes, and weigh 
what it is able to carry before the 
rings of its abdomen crack or the 
casings of its forewings yield. As 
for the resistance of the stag beetle, 
it is, so to speak, unlimited. 


In comparison, therefore, we and 


the majority of mammals are un- 
solidified beings, still in the gela- 
tinous state and very near to the 
primitive protoplasm. 
Our skeleton 


alone, which is, as it were, the rough 
sketch of our definite form, cffers 
a certain 
consistency; 
but -how 


wretched is this skeleton, which one 
would think constructed by a ctild! 
Look at our spine, the basis of our 
whole system, whose ill set vertebrae 
hold together only by a miracle, and 
our thoracic 
cage, which presents 


only a series of diagnosis which we 
hardly dare touch with the finger 
tips. 


Now, it is against this slack and 


incoherent machine, which resembles 
an abortive effort of nature, against 
this pitiful organism, from-which life 
tends to escape on every side, that 
we have contrived weapons capable 
of annihilating us even if we pos- 
sessed the fabulous armor case, the 
prodigious strength and the incred- 
ible vitality of the most indestruc- 
tible insects. 


We have here, it must be agreed, 


a very curious and a very disconcert- 
ing aberration, an initial folly, pe- 
culiar to the human race, that goes 
on increasing daily. In order to re- 
turn to the natural logic followed 
by all other living things, though 
we be permitted to use extraordinary 
weapons against our enemies of a 
different order, we ought among ou*"- 
aelves, among men, to employ only 
the means of attack and defence pro- 
vided 
by our own bodies. 
Were 


mankind to conform strictly to the 
evident will of nature, the fiat— 
which is to man what its horns are 
to the bull and its claws and teeth 
to the lion—the fist should suffice 
for all our needs of protection, jus- 
tice and revenge. A wiser race would 
forbid any other mode of combat as 
an irremissible crime against the es- 
sential laws of the species. At the 
end of a few generations we should 
thus succeed in spreading and put- 
ting into force a sort of panic-strick- 
en respect of human life. 


How prompt, how exactly in ac- 


cordance with nature's wishes, would 
be the selection brought about by 
the intensive practice of pugilism, 
in which all the hopes of military 
glory would be centred- Now selec- 
tion is, after all, the only really im- 
portant thing that claims our pre- 
occupation; it is the first, the great- 
est and the most eternal of our duties 
toward the race. 


Meanwhile the study of boxing 


gives us excellent lessons in humility 
and throws a somewhat 
alarming 


light upon the forfeiture of some of 
oar most valuable instincts. We 
soon percei-ve that, In all that con- 
cerns the use oi our limbs—agility, 
dexterity, muscular strength, resis- 
tance to pain—we have sunk to the 
lowest rank of the mammals or bat- 
rachians. From this point of view, 
in a well conceived hierarchy, we 
should be entitled to a modest place 
between the frog and the sheep. The 
kick of the horse, the butt of the 
bull, the bite of the dog, are me- 
chanically and anatomically perfect. 
It would be impossible to improve 
by the most learned lessons their 
Instinctive manner 
of using their 


natural weapon*. But, we, the "hb- 
minians." the produest of the pri- 
mates, do not know how to strike 
a blow with our fist. We do not 
even 
know which exactly is the 


veapon of our kind. 


Look at two draymen, two peas- 


ants, who come to blows; nothing 
could be more pitiable. After a 
copious and dilatory broadside of in- 
sults and threats, they seize each 
other by the throat and the hair, 
make play with their feet, with their 
knees, at random, bite each other, 
scratch each other, get entangled in 
their motionless rage, dare not l^ave 
go, and if one of them succeeds in 
releasing an arm, he 
strikes out 


blindly and most often into spaca a 
series of hurried, stunted anl sput- 
tering little blows; nor would the 
combat ever end did not the treach- 
erous knife, evoked by the disgrace 
of the Incongruous sight, suddenly, 
almost spontaneously, leap from the 
pocket of one or the other. 


On -the contrary, watch two pu- 


gilists; no useless words, no grop- 
ings, no anger; the calmness of two 
certainties that know what lies be- 
fore them. The athletic attitude of 
the guard, one of the finest of the 
male body, logically exhibits all the 
muscles of the organism to the best 
advantage. From head to foot, no 
particle 
t>f strength 
can now go 


astray. Each single one has its pole 
in one or other of-the two massive 
fists charged to the full with energy. 
Three blows, no more, the fruits of 
secular experience, 
mathematically 


exhaust the thousand useless possi- 
bilities. Three synthetic, irrestiole, 
unimprovable blows. 


As soon as one of them frankly 


touches the adversary, the fight is 
ended, to the complete satisfaction 
of the conqueror, who triumphs so 
incontestably that he has no wish 
to abuse his victory, and with no 
dangerous hurt to the conquered, 
who to simply reduced to impotence 
and unconsciousness during the time 
needed for all ill will to evaporate. 
Soon after the beaten man will rise 
to his feet with no lasting damage, 
because the resistance of his bones 
and his organs is strictly and natu- 
rally proportioned to the power of 
the human weapon that has struck 
him and brought him down. 


It may seem paradoxical, but the 


fact is easily established that the 
science of boxing, in those countries 
where it is generally practised and 
cultivated, becomes a pledge of peace 
and gentleness. Our aggressive ner- 
vousness, our watchful susceptibility, 
that sort of perpstual state of alarm 
in which our jealous vanity moves, 
all those arise, at bottom, from the 
sense of our weakness and of our 
physical 
inferiority, which toil as 


best they may to overawe, by a proud 
and irritable mask, the men often 
churlish, unjust and malevolent, that 
surround us. 


The more that we feel ourselves 


disarmed in the face of attack, the 
more are we tortured by the longing 
to prove to others and to persuade 
ourselves that no one attacks us with 
impunity. Courage becomes the more 
fretful, the more intractable, in pro- 
portion as our anxiously terrified in- 
stinct, cowering within the body that 
is to receive the blows, asks itself 
how the bout will end. What will 
this poor, prudent instinct do should 
the crisis go badly? 


It is upon our instinct that we 


rely in the hour of danger. Upon 
our instinct devolves the anxiety of 
the attack, the care of the defence. 
We have so often in daily life dis- 
missed it from the control that, when 
its name is called, it comes forth 
from its retreat like one grown old 
in captivity and suddenly dazzled by 
the light of day. 
What resolution 


will it take? Where is it to stfike? 
At the eyes, the stomach, the nose, 
the temples, 
the 
throat? 
What 


weapon is it to choose? 
The feet, 


the teeth, the hand, the elbow, or the 
nails? 


It no longer knows; it wanders 


about its poor dwelling 
which is 


about to be defaced; and, while it 
dottngly pulls them by the sleeve, 
courage, pride, vanity, spirit, self- 
esteem, all the great and splendid 
but irresponsible lords, envenom the 
stubborn quarrel, which at last, after 
numberless and grotesque evasions, 
ends in an unskilful exchange 
of 


clamorous, blind, atasdc thumps, hy- 
brid and plaintive, piteous and puer- 
ile and indefinitely impotent- 


He, on the contrary, who knows 


the source of justice which he holds 
in his two closed fists has no need 
for self-persuasion. 
Once and for 


all, he knows; longanimity emanates 
like a peaceful flower from bis ideal 
but certain victory. 
The grossest 


insult cannot impair his indulgent 
smile. 
Peacably he awaits the first 


act of violence, and is able to say to 
all who offends his: "Thus far shall 
you go and no further." 
A single 


magic movement stops the lasolence.. 
Why 
make this 
movement? He 


ceases even to think of it, so certain 
is its efficacy. 


It is with a sense of shame, as 


of one striking a defenseless child, 
that in the last extremity he at 
length resolres to raise against the! 
most powerful brute the sovereign 
hand that regrets beforehand its too 
easy victory,

For the past few years, pecan cul- 


ture has been receiving attention, bat 
it is yet in its infancy. The mala 
prejudices against it have been the) 
impression that it required a genera-' 
tion to attain growth and that if 
was delicate and hard to cultivate. 
Both ideas are entirely erroneous. If 
attains a nut-bearing age in front 
eight to ten years, is quite hardy 
and tenacious of life. 


It thrives on any except exceed* 


ingly sandy soil, and seems to have 
no preference between the lowland* 
and the hills, doing 
equally well 


from the Blue Ridge range to tha 
coast. 
Like aay other tree, it ra» 


spends to cultivation, though It doea 


i not require much fertilization. 
IB 


! fact, the best plan is to plant other 
: crops ia the orchard until the trees 
reach a nut-bearing age, which to ia 
from eight to ten years. This keepa 
the soil well stirred, and enriches th* 
land sufficiently for the best growth* 
of the nuts. 
The growth for th» 


first year or two seems slow, as the> 
tree goes more to root than top, tha 
roots growing almost straight down, f 
and sending out ve.r few surfaca 
runners. 


A good crop to plant in a peca* 


orchard is the common field pea, 
known throughout the South as th* 
cow pea. The roots of this are rick 
in nitrogen, and no other fertilizer: 
will be necessary, while the hay from 
the vines can be marketed at a good 
profit. Two crops of this are made 
a. year. 


The trees should be planted about 


forty-five feet apart, or from sixteen 
to twenty to the acre, to get the best 
results. Budded stock is jest, and 
Frotscher is one of the most popular 
varieties. 


When from eight to ten years old, 


the trees may be expected to beat 
from twenty to forty pounds of nutsj 
this amount increasing yearly until 
the trees reach their full growth* 
when the average yield is one hun-» 
dred and fifty pounds to the tree. A 
net profit 
of $660 can be safely 


counted on from an acre of paper- 
iheel pecans that have attained the$ry 'N 
maturity. 
This is a low estimate, 


as this variety brings high prices, 
and the supply is never equal to the 
iemand. 


The nuts ripen about the middle 


•f October, and may 
be gathere$ 
? 


from then until 
December. 
The 


smooth, hatd bur in which the nut 
is enclosed cracks open, and it is 
sasy work to shell the nuts out rn«l 
prepare them for market. 


One of the few enemies of the 


pecan is the fall web-worm. It is 
best to watch for this carefully, re- 
moving the webs as they appear, 
thereby preventing any harm to the 
tree. 


The much dreaded San Jose scale, 


10 prevalent among fruit trees in the 
South, does not trouble the pecans 
it all. 
In 
one instance 
a pear 


orchard, badly -affected 
with San 


Jose scale, adjoined a pecan orchard, 
without the latter showing the slight- 
set signs of becoming infected. 


Rabbits sometimes gnaw the bark 


si very young trees, but this is easily; 
prevented by tying around the root 
of the trees a handful of broom- 
sedge, which grows so plentifully,. 1 
along the fence corners in this sec- 
tion. 


The pecan stands high among the 


fist of ornamental trees also. 
The 


leaves are 
a glossy, dark 
green, 


somewhat similar to the hickory, and 
the trees are as stately and symmet- 
rical as the beautiful live oaks that 
abound throughout the South. Many, 
of the smaller towns are beginning 
to use them as shade trees in place 
of oaks, and In a few years they will 
become a source of revenue to the 
far-sighted 
municipalities.

Other People's Faults, 
The Jiighest achievement of charity 
Is to love our enemies; but to bear 
cheerfully with our neighbor's fail- 
ings is scarcely an Inferior grace. It 
is easy enough to love those who are 
agreeable and obliging—what fly it 
nor attracted by sugar aud honey?— 
but to love one who Is cross, per- 
verse, tiresome, is as unpleasant a 
process as chewing pills. 
Neverthe- 
less, this is the real touchstone of 
brotherly love. 
The best way of 
practicing it is to put ourselves in the 
place of him who tries us, and to see 
how we would wish him to treat us 
if we had his defects. 
We must put 
ourselves in the place of the buyer 
when we sell, aud seller when wo 
buy, if we want to deal fairly.—Fran- 
cis de Sales,

In the holiday aeason it 1b well 
that we should occupy ourselves with 
the aptitudes of our body, once more 
restored to nature, and In particular 
with the exercises that most Increase 
Its strength, Its agility,* and the quali- 
ties which it possesses as the body 
of a fine, healthy, formidable animal, 
ready to face all life's exigencies. 


I remember In this connection that 
lately, when writing of the sword, I 
allowed myself to be carried away 
by my subject and that I was guilty 
of a certain injustice toward the only 
specific weapon with which nature 
has endowed us; I ^mean 
the fist. 
This injustice I am anxious to repair. 


The sword and the fist form each 
other's complement, and if it be not 
ungracious thus to express oneself, 
are not on good terms together; but 
the sword is or should be only an 
exceptional weapon, a sort of ultima 
et aacra ratio. 
We Should not have 
recourse to it Bave with solemn pre- 
cautions and a ceremonial equivalent 
to that which we 
surround those 
criminal trials which may end in a 
sentence of death. 


The fist, on the contrary, is pre- 
eminently the everyday, the human 
weapon, the only weapon organically 
adapted to the sensibility, the resis- 
tance, the offensive 
and defensive 
structure of our body. 


The fact 1» that if we examine our- 
selves well we must, rank ourselves, 
without vanity, among the most un- 
protected, the most naked, the most 
fragile, the most brittle and flaccid 
beings In creation. 
Compare us, for 
Instance, with the Insect, so formid- 
ably equipped for attack and so fan- 
tastically armor cased! 
Contemplate 
among others the ant, upon which 
you may heap ten or twenty thou- 
sand times the weight of Its body 
without apparently 
inconveniencing 
It. 
Consider 
the cockchafer, 
the 
least robust of the beeltes, and weigh 
what It is able to carry before the 
rings of its abdomen crack or the 
casings of its forewings yield. 
As 
for the resistance of tho stag beetle, 
it is, so to speak, unlimited. 


In comparison, therefore, we and 
the majority of mammals are un- 
solidified beings, still in the gela- 
tinous state and very near to the 
primitive protoplasm. 
Our skeleton 
alone, which Is, as it were, the rough 
sketch of our definite form, cffers 
a certain 
consistency; 
but 
how 
wretched is this skeleton, which one 
would think constructed by a child! 
Look at our spine, the basis of our 
whole system, whose 111 set vertebrae 
hold together only by a miracle, and 
our thoracic 
cage, which 
presents 
only a series of diagnosis which we 
hardly dare touch with the 
finger 
tips. 


Now, It Is against this slack and 
Incoherent machine, which resembles 
an abortive effort of nature, against 
this pitiful organism, from-which life 
tends to escape on every side, that 
we have contrived weapons capable 
of annihilating us even If we pos- 
sessed the fabulous armor case, the 
prodigious sti-ength and the incred- 
ible vitality of the most indestruc- 
tible insects. 


We have here, it must be agreed, 
a very curious and a very disconcert- 
ing aberration, an initial folly, pe- 
culiar to tho human race, that goes 
on increasing daily. 
In order to re- 
turn to the natural logic followed 
by all other living things, though 
WG be permitted to use extraordinary 
weapons against our enemies of a 
different order, we ought among our- 
selves, among men, to employ only 
the means of attack and defence pro- 
vided 
by our own 
bodies. 
Were 
mankind to conform strictly to the 
evident will of nature, the 
fist— 
which ia to man what its horns are 
to the bull and its claws and teeth 
to the lion—the fist should suffice 
for all our needs of protection, jus- 
tice and revenge. A wiser race would 
forbid any other mode of combat as 
an irrémissible crime against the es- 
sential laws of the species. 
At the 
end of a few generations we should 
thus succeed In spreading and put- 
ting into force a sort of panic-strick- 
en respect of human life. 


How prompt, how exactly im ac- 
cordance with nature's wishes, would 
be the selection brought about by 
the intensive practice of pugilism, 
in which all the hopes of military 
glory would be centred. 
Now selec- 
tion is, after all, the only really Im- 
portant thing that claims our pre- 
occupation; it ia the first, the great- 
est and the most eternal of our duties 
toward the race. 


Meanwhile 
the study 
of boxing 
gives us excellent lessons in humility 
and throws a somewhat 
alarming 
light upon th0 forfeiture of some of 
our most 
valuable 
instincts. 
We 
soon perceive that. In all that con- 
cerns the use or our limbs—agility, 
dexterity, muscular strength, resis- 
tance to pain—we have sunk to the 
lowest rank of the mammals or bat- 
rachians. 
From this point of view, 
in a well conceived hierarchy, we 
should be entitled to a modest place 
between the frog and the sheep. The 
kick of the horse, the butt of the 
bull, the bite of the dog, are me- 
chanically aud anatomically perfect. 
It would be impossible to Improve 
by the most learned lessons tbeir 
Instinctive manner 
ot using their 


natural weapons. 
But, we, the "ho- 
minians,*' the produest of the pri- 
mates, do not know how to strike 
a blow with our 
fist. 
We do not 
even 
know which 
exactly Is the 
•\/eapon of our kind. 


Look at two draymen, two peas- 
ants, who come to blows; nothing 
could 
be 
more 
pitiable. 
After 
a 
copious and dilatory broadside of in- 
sults and threats, they seize each 
other by the throat and the hair, 
make play with their feet, with their 
knees, at random, bite each other, 
scratch each other, get entangled in 
their motionless rage, dare not leave 
go, and if one of them succeeds in 
releasing an arm, he 
strikes out 
blindly and most often into space a 
series of hurried, stunted anl sput- 
tering little blows; nor would the 
combat ever end did not the treach- 
erous knife, evoked by the disgrace 
of the Incongruous sight, suddenly, 
almost spontaneously, leap from the 
pocket of one or the other. 


On -the contrary, watch two pu- 
gilists; no useless words, no grop- 
ings, no anger; the calmness of two 
certainties that know what lies be- 
fore them. 
The athletic attitude of 
the guard, one dt the finest of the 
male body, logicilly exhibits all the 
muscles of the organism to the best 
advantage. 
From head to foot, no 
particle 
X)f strength 
can now go 
astray. 
Each single one has its pole 
in one or other of the two missive 
fists charged to the full with energy. 
Three blows, no more, the fruits of 
secular experience, 
mathematically 
exhaust the thousand useless possi- 
bilitle«. 
Three synthetic, Irrestiole, 
unimprovable blows. 


As floon SU9 one of them frankly 
touch«« the adversary, the fight is 
ended, to the complete satisfaction 
of the conqueror, who triumphs so 
Incontestably that he has no wish 
to abuse hia victory, and with no 
dangerous hurt 
to the 
conquered, 
who is simply reduced to Impotence 
and unconsciousness during the time 
needed for all 111 will to evaporate. 
Soon after the beaten man will rise 
to kis feet with no lasting damage, 
because the resistance of his bones 
and his organs is strictly and natu- 
rally proportioned to the power of 
the human weapon that has struck 
him and brought him down. 


It may seem paradoxical, but the 
fact Ifl easily established that the 
science of boxing. In those countries 
where It is generally practised and 
cultivated, becomes a pledge of peace 
and gentleness. 
Our aggressive ner- 
vousness, our watchful susceptibility, 
that sort of perpetual state of alarm 
in which our jealous vanity moves, 
all those arise, at bottom, from the 
sense of our weakness and of our 
physical 
inferiority, which toil as 
best they may to overawe, by a proud 
and irritable mask, the men often 
churlish, unjust and malevolent, that 
surround us. 


The more that we feel ourselves 
disarmed in the face of attack, the 
more are we tortured by the longing 
to prove to others and to persuade 
ourselves that no one attacks us with 
Impunity. Courage becomes the more 
fretful, the more intractable, in pro- 
portion as our anxiously terrified In- 
stinct, cowering within the body that 
is to receive the blows, asks itself 
how the bout will end. 
What will 
this poor, prudent instinct do should 
the crisis go badly? 


It Is upon our Instinct 
that 
wo 
rely In the hour of danger. 
Upon 
our Instinct devolves the anxiety of 
the attack, the care of the defence. 
We have so often In daily life dis- 
missed it from the control that, when 
Its name is called, it comes forth 
from its retreat like one grown old 
in captivity and suddenly dazzled by 
the light of day.

PECAaN CULTURE 
DÍ THE SOUTH. 


Br KENE BOUOHSLUfi. 


Given plenty of rain, sunshine &ii4 
an equitable climate, and the po»« 
sibilitics along horticultural lines ar# 
practically 
unlimited. 
The 
Soutk 
Atlantic and Gulf States are partic» 
larly blessed in these climatic com^ 
ditions, of which fact landowner« ar# 
slowly beginning to avail themselves. 
For the past few years, pecan cul- 
ture has been receiving attention, but 
It Is yet in its Inlancy. 
The mala 
prejudices against I': have been the 
Impression that It required a genera- 
tion to attain growth and that it 
was delicate and hard to cultivate. 
Both ideas are entirely erroneous. It 
attains a nut-bearing age In fronai 
eight to ten years, is quite hardj^ 
and tenacious of life. 


It thrives ou any except exceed- 
ingly sandy soil, and seems to hav^ 
no preference between tiie lowland® 
and the hills, doing 
equally well 
from the Blue Ridge range to tho 
coast. 
Like any other tree, it re- 
sponds to cultivation, though it does 
not require much fertilization. 
Ib 
fact, the best plan Is to plant other 
crops In the orchard until the trees 
reach a nut-bearing age, which is in 
fiH)m eight to ten years. 
This keeps 
the soil well stirred, and enriches tho 
land sufliciently for the best growttt 
of the nuts. 
The growth for the 
first year or two seems slow, as the 
tree goes more to root than top, the 
roots growing almost straight down» t 
and sending out ve*r few surface 
runners. 


A good crop to plant in a peca» 
orchard Is the common field pea,. 
knoAvn throughout the South as the 
cow pea. 
The roots of this are rich 
in nitrogen, and no other fertillEfcir 
will be necessary, while the hay from 
the vines can be marketed at a good 
profit. 
Two crops of this are made 
a year. 


The trees should be planted about 
forty-five feet apart, or from sixteen 
to twenty to the acre, to get the best 
results. 
Budded stock is 'jest, and 
Frotscher is one of the most popular 
varieties. 


When from eight to ten years old» 
the trees may be expected to bear 
from twenty to forty pounds of nuts, 
this amount increasing yearly until 
the trees reach their full growth» 
when the average yield is one hun-» 
dred and fifty pounds to the tree. 
A 
net profit 
of $600 can ^ be safely 
counted on from an acre of paper- 
iheel pecans that have attained thejr^ 
maturity. 
This Is a low estimate* 
AS this variety brings high prices» 
ind the supply is never equal to tho 
demand. 


Tho nuts ripen about the middle 
•f October, and may 
be gatheret) 
from then until 
December. 
The 
smooth, hai:d bur in which the nut 
Is enclosed cracks open^ and It Is 
easy work to shell the nuts out rnd 
prepare them for market. 


One of the few enemies of the 
pecan is the fall web-worm. 
It is 
best to watch for this carefully, re- 
moving the webs as they 
appear,, 
thereby preventing any harm to the 
tree. 


The much dreaded San Jose scale, 
10 prevalent among fruit trees in the 
South, does not trouble the pecans 
it all. 
In 
one instance 
a pear 
orchard, badly affected 
with 
San 
lose scale, adjoined a pecan orchard 
ivithout the latter showing the slight- 
est signs of becoming infected. 


Rabbits sometimes gnaw the bark 
df very young trees, but this is easily, 
prevented by tying around the root 
of the trees a handful of broom- 
sedge, which grows so plentifully/^ 
along tho fence corners In this sec- 
lion. 


The pecan stands high among the 
iist of ornamental trees also. 
The 
leaves are 
a glossy, dark 
green, 
somewhat similar to the hickory, and 
the trees arc as stately and symmet- 
rical as the beautiful live oaks that 
abound throughout the South. Many^ 
of the smaller towns are beginning 
to use them as shade trees in place 
Df oaks, and In a few years they will 
become a source of revenue to the 
far-sighted 
municipalities. 
A few, 
nurseries have been started and som« 
groves 
planted, 
but there is still 
much 
undeveloped 
territory 
that 
might be made to yield a good in-» 
come at a minimum outlay of ex* 
pens© and labor. 
The soil is pecu- 
liarly adapted to their 
cultures-

their age they are still ia health/ 
condition and bear fruit each year. 


Near where they stand was lo- 


cated the first settlement made by 
white men in Shiawasse County 
about one hundred years ago. In 
those early days the spot was one 
of the chief trading points in the lo- 
cality. 


It was located on one of the first 


trails hereabout*, and, being also oil 
the river bank, was accessible by 
water. 
In tho*e days water was 


ased for travel more than it is cow. 


So large was the business done by 


Indians and fur traders that in 1S40 
a bank was established here. It was 
one of the wildcat variety so com- 
mon in those days, and issued a 
great amount of wildcat currency. 


Tradition has it that while ths 


bank was doing a flourishing busi- 
ness some of the large holders of its 
currency became uneasy about the 
security for the redemptio •• of the 
paper and planned a raid to loot the 
bank. 


The bank officials, hearing of the 


plan, took the bank's specie and 
buried it near the river. There still 
live in that vicinity some oldtimers 
who believe that the money is bur- 
ied there yet, and many excavations 
have been made in the hope of un- 
covering it.

Dr. Charles 
Bolton has

gated the toxic properties of an arrow 
poison which was obtained by Dr. D. 
Alexander from a medicine house at 
Ghasi, a pagan town in northern Ni- 
geria. 
According to Dr. Alexandex', 
the poison when fresh forms a semi- 
fiuid, sticky black substance; it Is 
smeared on sticks and is scraped off 
and heated when required for redip- 
ping arrows. 


It appears to contain the juice of 
a variety of flg, the placenta of which 
Is used in the manufacture of the 
poison. Dr. Alexander states that he 
saw a native shot Ik the abdomen

Fhry Were Planted by ImllMw at m 
Hintork Spot In Mlchlfcan. 


Planted 
by th® Indian» 
eighty 
years ago, when the spot wa» an In- 
dian reservation and burying ground, 
two apples trees still stand side by 
side on the bank of the Shlawasse 
River near Vernon. 


The trees are now of mammoth 
fclze, measuring »fx and eight foet In 
circumference, and notwithstanding 
their ago thoy are still in healthy 
condition and bear fruit each year. 


Near where thoy stand was lo- 
cated the first settlement made by 
white 
men 
In 
Shlawasao 
County 
about one hundred years ago. 
In 
those early days the spot was one 
of the chief trading poluU In the lo- 
cality. 


It was located on one of the first 
trails hereabonta, and, being also on 
the river bank, was accessible by 
water. 
In those 
days water 
was 
used for travel more than it is now. 


So large was the business done by 
Indians and fur traders that in 1S40 
a bank was established here. 
It was 
one of the wildcat varl<>ty so com- 
mon in those days, and issued a 
great amount of wildcat currency. 


Tradition has it that while th« 
bank was doing a flourishing busi- 
ness some of the large holders of its 
currency became uneasy about the 
security for the redemptlo ^ of the 
paper and planned a raid to loot the 
bank. 


The bank officials, hearing of the 
plan, 
took the 
bank's specie 
and 
burled It near the river. 
There still 
live In that vicinity some oldtlmers 
who believe that the money Is bur- 
led there yet, and many excavations 
have been made in the hope of un- 
covering it. 


The trend of progress has been 
away from this spot, and any one 
visiting there to-day will find a peace- 
ful 
farming 
community.—Detroit 
Free Press.

In the holiday season it is well 
that we should occupy ourselves with 
the aptitudes of our body, once more 
restored to nature, and in particular 
with the exercises that most increase 
its strength, its agility, and the quali­ 
ties which It possesses as the body 
of a fine, healthy, formidable animal, 
ready to face all life’s exigencies. 


I remember in this connection that 
lately, when writing of the sword, I 
allowed myself to be carried away 
by my subject and that I was guilty 
of a certain injustice toward the only 
specific weapon with which nature 
has endowed us; I «mean 
the fist. 
This injustice I am anxious to repair. 


The sword and the fist form each 
other’s complement, and if it be not 
ungracious thus to express oneself, 
are not on good terms together; but 
the sword is or should be only an 
exceptional weapon, a sort of ultima 
et sacra ratio. 
We should not have 
recourse to it save with solemn pre­ 
cautions and a ceremonial equivalent 
to that which we 
surround those 
criminal trials which may end in a 
sentence of death. 


The fist, on the contrary, is pre­ 
eminently the everyday, the human 
weapon, the only waapon organically 
adapted to the sensibility, the resis­ 
tance, the offensive 
and defensive 
structure of our body. 


The fact i» that if we examine our­ 
selves well we must, rank ourselves, 
without vanity, among the most un­ 
protected, the most naked, the most 
fragile, the most brittle and flaccid 
beings in creation. 
Compare us, for 
instance, with the Insect, so formid­ 
ably equipped for attack and so fan­ 
tastically armor cased! 
Contemplate 
among others the ant, upon which 
you may heap ten or twenty thou­ 
sand times the weight of its body 
without apparently inconveniencing 
it. 
Consider 
the cockchafer, 
the 
least robust of the beeltes, and weigh 
what it is able to carry before the 
rings of its abdomen crack or the 
casings of its forewings yield. 
As 
for the resistance of the stag beetle, 
it is, so to speak, unlimited. 


In comparison, therefore, we and 
the majority of mammals are un­ 
solidified beings, still in the gela­ 
tinous state and very near to the 
primitive protoplasm. 
Our skeleton 
alone, which Is, as it were, the rough 
sketch of our definite form, offers 
a certain 
consistency; 
but 
how 
wretched is this skeleton, which one 
would think constructed by a child! 
Look at our spine, the basis of our 
whole system, whose ill set vertebrae 
hold together only by a miracle, and 
our thoracic 
cage, which 
presents 
only a series of diagnosis which we 
hardly dare touch with the finger 
tips. 


Now, it is against this slack and 
incoherent machine, which resembles 
an abortive effort of nature, against 
this pitiful organism, from which life 
tends to escape on every side, that 
we have contrived weapons capable 
of annihilating us even if we pos­ 
sessed the fabulous armor case, the 
prodigious strength and the incred­ 
ible vitality of the most indestruc­ 
tible insects. 


We have here, it must be agreed, 
a very curious and a very disconcert­ 
ing aberration, an initial folly, pe­ 
culiar to tho human race, that goes 
on increasing daily. 
In order to re­ 
turn to the natural logic followed 
by all other living things, though 
wo be permitted to use extraordinary 
weapons against our enemies oí a 
different order, we ought among our­ 
selves, among men, to employ only 
the means of attack and defence pro­ 
vided 
by our own 
bodies. 
Were 
mankind to conform strictly to the 
evident will of nature, the fist— 
which is to man what its horns are 
to the bull and its claws and teeth 
to the lion—the fist should aufflce 
for all our needs of protection, jus­ 
tice and revenge. A wiser race would 
forbid any other mode of combat as 
an irremissible crime against the es­ 
sential laws of the species. 
At the 
end of a few generations we should 
thus succeed in spreading and put­ 
ting into force a sort of panic-strick- 
en respect of human life. 


How prompt, how exactly in ac­ 
cordance with nature's wishes, would 
be the selection brought about by 
the intensive practice of pugilism, 
in which all the hopes of military 
glory would be centred. 
Now selec­ 
tion is, after all, the only really im­ 
portant thing that claims our pre­ 
occupation; it is the first, the great­ 
est and the most eternal of our duties 
toward the race. 


Meanwhile 
the study 
of boxing 
gives us excellent lessons in humility 
and throws a somewhat 
alarming 
light upon th.e forfeiture of some of 
our most 
valuable 
instincts. 
We 
soon perceive that, in all that con­ 
cerns the use or our limbs—agility, 
dexterity, muscular strength, resis­ 
tance to pain—we have sunk to the 
lowest rank of the mammals or bat- 
rachians. 
From this point of Yiew, 
in a well conceived hierarchy, we 
should be entitled to a modest place 
between the frog and the sheep. The 
kick of the horse, the butt of the 
bull, the bite of the dog, are me­ 
chanically and anatomically perfect. 
It would be impossible to improve 
by the most learned lessons tbeir 
Instinctive manner 
of using their 


natural weapons. 
But, we, the “ho- 
minians,” the produest of the pri­ 
mates, do not know how to strike 
a blow with our fist. 
We do not 
even 
know which 
exactly is the 
veapon of our kind. 


Look at two draymen, two peas­ 
ants, who come to blows; nothing 
could be more pitiable. 
After a 
copious and dilatory broadside of in­ 
sults and threats, they seize each 
other by the throat and the hair, 
make play with their feet, with their 
knees, at random, bite each other, 
scratch each other, get entangled in 
their motionless rage, dare not leave 
go, and if one of them succeeds in 
releasing an arm, he 
strikes out 
blindly and most often into space a 
series of hurried, stunted anl sput­ 
tering little blows; nor would the 
combat ever end did not the treach­ 
erous knife, evoked by the disgrace 
of the incongruous sight, suddenly, 
almost spontaneously, leap from the 
pocket of one or the other. 


On -the contrary, watch two pu­ 
gilists; no useless words, no grop- 
ings, no anger; the calmness of two 
certainties that know what lies be­ 
fore them. 
The athletic attitude of 
the guard, one of the finest of the 
male body, logically exhibits all the 
muscles of the organism to the best 
advantage. 
From head to foot, no 
particle 
t)f strength 
can now go 
astray. Each single one has its pole 
in one or other of the two missive 
fists charged to the full with energy. 
Three blows, no more, the fruits of 
secular experience, 
mathematically 
exhaust the thousand useless possi­ 
bilities. 
Three synthetic, irrestiole, 
unimprovable blows. 


As soon as one of them frankly 
touche« the adversary, the fight is 
ended, to the complete satisfaction 
of the conqueror, who triumphs so 
incontestably that he has no wish 
to abuse hia victory, and with no 
dangerous hurt 
to the 
conquered, 
who is simply reduced to impotence 
and unconsciousness during the time 
needed for all ill will to evaporate. 
Soon after the beaten man will rise 
to hie feet with no lasting damage, 
because the resistance of his bones 
and his organs is strictly and natu­ 
rally proportioned to the power of 
the human weapon that has struck 
him and brought him down. 


It may seem paradoxical, but the 
fact is easily established that the 
science of boxing, in those countries 
where it is generally practised and 
cultivated, becomes a pledge of peace 
and gentleness. 
Our aggressive ner­ 
vousness, our watchful susceptibility, 
that sort of perpetual state of alarm 
in which our jealous vanity moves, 
all those arise, at bottom, from the 
sense of our weakness and of our 
physical 
inferiority, which toil as 
best they may to overawe, by a proud 
and irritable mask, the men often 
churlish, unjust and malevolent, that 
surround us. 


The more that we feel ourselves 
disarmed in the face of attack, the 
more are we tortured by the longing 
to prove to others and to persuade 
ourselves that no one attacks us with 
impunity. Courage becomes the more 
fretful, the more intractable, in pro­ 
portion as our anxiously terrified in­ 
stinct, cowering within the body that 
is to receive the blows, asks itself 
how the bout will end. 
What will 
this poor, prudent instinct do should 
the crisis go badly? 


It is upon our instinct that wo 
rely in the hour of danger. 
Upon 
our instinct devolves the anxiety of 
the attack, the care of the defence. 
We have so often in daily life dis­ 
missed it from the control that, when 
its name is called, it comes forth 
from its retreat like one grown old 
in captivity and suddenly dazzled by 
the light of day. 
What resolution 
will it take? 
Where is it to stfike? 
At the eyes, the stomach, the nose, 
the 
temples, 
the 
throat? 
What 
weapon is it to choose? 
The feet, 
the teeth, the hand, the elbow, or the 
nails? 


It no longer knows; it wanders 
about its poor dwelling 
which is 
about to be defaced; and, while it 
dotingly pulls them by the sleeve, 
courage, pride, 
vanity, spirit, self­ 
esteem, all the great and splendid 
but irresponsible lords, envenom the 
stubborn quarrel, which at last, after 
numberless and grotesque evasions, 
ends in an unskilful exchange 
of 
clamorous, blind, ataxic thumps, hy 
brid and plaintive, piteous and puer­ 
ile and indefinitely impotent. 


He, on the contrary, who knows 
the source of justice which he holds 
in his two closed fists has no need 
for self-persuasion. 
Once and for 
all, he knows; longanimity emanates 
like a peaceful flower from his ideal 
but certain victory. 
The grossest 
insult cannot impair his indulgent 
smile. 
Peacably he awaits the first 
act of violence, and is able to say to 
all who offends his: “Thus far shall 
you go and no further.” 
A single 
magic movement stops the Insolence. 
Why 
make this 
movement? 
He 
ceases even to think of it, so certain 
is its efficacy. 


It is with a sense of shame, as 
of one striking a defenseless child, 
that in the 
last extremity 
he at 
length resolves to raise against the 
most powerful brute the sovereign

PECAN CULTURE 
IN THE SOUTH.

Given plenty of rain, sunshine atUI 
an equitable climate, and the poe* 
aibilities along horticultural lines are 
practically unlimited. 
The Soutk 
Atlantic and Gulf States are partlcv 
larly blessed in these climatic coa* 
ditions, of which fact landowners are 
alowly beginning to avail themselves. 


For the past few years, pecan cul­ 
ture has been receiving attention, but 
it is yet in its iniancy. 
The maim 
prejudices against it have been tbe 
impression that it required a genera-» 
tion to attain growth and that it 
was delicate and hard to cultivate. 
Both ideas are entirely erroneous. It 
attains a nut-bearing age in front 
eight to ten years, is quite hardjr 
and tenacious of life. 


It thrives on any except exceed* 
ingly sandy soil, and seems to havei 
no preference between the lowlands 
and the hills, doing 
equally well 
from the Blue Ridge range to tho 
coast. 
Like any other tree, it re­ 
sponds to cultivation, though it does 
not require much fertilization. 
Ia 
fact, the best plan is to plant other 
crops in the orchard until the trees 
reach a nut-bearing age, which is in 
from eight to ten years. 
This keeps 
the soil well stirred, and enriches the 
land sufficiently for the best growth! 
of the nuts. 
The growth for the 
first year or two seems slow, as the 
tree goes more to root than top, the 
roots growing almost straight down, t 
and sending out ve*r few surface 
runners. 


A good crop to plant in a pccan 
orchard is the common field pea, 
known throughout the South as the 
cow pea. 
The roots of this are rich 
in nitrogen, and no other fertilizer 
will be necessary, while the hay from 
the vines can be marketed at a good 
profit. 
Two crops of this are made 
a year. 


The trees should be planted abouf 
forty-five feet apart, or from sixteen 
to twenty to the acre, to get the best 
results. 
Budded stock is Tjest, and 
Frotscher is one of the most popular 
varieties. 


When from eight to ten ‘/ears old» 
the trees may be expected to bear 
from twenty to forty pounds of nuts, 
this amount increasing yearly until 
the trees reach their full growth, 
when the average yield is one hun« 
dred and fifty pounds to the tree. A 
net profit 
of $600 can ^ be safely 
counted on from an acre’ of paper- 
iheel pecans that have attained thejrf 
maturity. 
This is a low estimate,; 
as this variety brings high prices, 
ind the supply is never equal to tho 
demand. 


The nuts ripen about the middle 
af October, and may 
be gathered 
from then until 
December. 
The 
smooth, haj;d bur in which the nut 
Is enclosed cracks open, and it is 
easy work to shell the nuts out rnd 
prepare them for market. 


One of the few enemies of the 
pecan is the fall web-worm. 
It is 
best to watch for this carefully, re­ 
moving the webs as they appear, 
thereby preventing any harm to the 
tree. 


The much dreaded San Jose scale, 


10 prevalent among fruit trees in the 
South, does not trouble the pecans 
it all. 
In 
one instance 
a pear 
orchard, badly affected 
with San 
lose scale, adjoined a pecan orchard 
without the latter showing the slight­ 
est signs of becoming infected.

The 
leaves are 
a glossy, dark 
green, 
somewhat similar to the hickory, and 
the trees are as stately and symmet­ 
rical as tho beautiful live oaks that 
abound throughout the South. Many{ 
of the smaller towns are beginning 
to use them a9 shade trees in place 
of oaks, and in a few years they will 
become a source of revenue to the 
far-sighted 
municipalities. 
A few, 
nurseries havo been started and some 
groves 
planted, 
but there is still 
much 
undeveloped 
territory that 
might be made to yield a good in-» 
come at a minimum outlay of ex­ 
pense and labor. 
The soil is pecu­ 
liarly adapted to their 
culture.—

African Arrow Poison, 


Dr. Charles Bolton has investi­ 
gated the toxic properties of an arrow 
poison which was obtained by Dr. D. 
Alexander from a medicine house at 
Ghasi, a pagan town in northern Ni­ 
geria. 
According to Dr. Alexander, 
the poison when fresh forms a semi­ 
fluid, sticky black substance; it is 
smeared on sticks and is scraped off 
and heated when required for redip­ 
ping arrows. 


It appears to contain the juice of 
a variety of fig, the placenta of which 
is used in the manufacture of the 
poison. Dr. Alexander states that he 
saw a native shot ia the abdomen 
with a poisoned arrow, and that 
death resulted, apparently from fail* 
ure of th e h e a rt, ia ab o u t tw enty«

They Were Planted by Indians at a 
Historic Spot ia M ichigan. 


Planted by the Indians eighty 
years ago, when the spot waa an In­ 
dian reservation and burying ground, 
two apples trees still stand side by 
side on the bank of the Shlawasse 
River near Vernon. 


The trees are now of mammoth 
size, measuring sfx and eight feet in 
circumference, and notwithstanding 
their age they are still in healthy 
condition and bear fruit each yoar. 


Near where thoy stand was lo­ 
cated the first settlement made by 
white 
men in 
Shlawasse 
County 
about one hundred years ago. 
In 
those early days the spot was one 
of the chief trading points in the lo­ 
cality. 


It was located on one of the first 
trails hereabouts, and, being also on 
the river bank, was accessible by 
water. 
In those days water was 
used for travel more than it is now. 


So large was the business done by 
Indians and fur traders that in 1S40 
a bank was established here. 
It was 
one of the wildcat variety so com­ 
mon in those days, and issued a 
great amount of wildcat currency. 


Tradition ha* It that while the 
bank was doing a flourishing busi­ 
ness some of the large holders of its 
currency became uneasy about the 
security for the redemptio r of the 
paper and planned a raid to loot the 
bank. 


The bank officials, hearing of the 
plan, took the bank’s specie and 
buried it near the river. 
Thero still 
live in that vicinity some oldtimers 
who believe that the money Is bur­ 
ied there yet, and many excavations 
have been made in the hope of un­ 
covering it. 


The trend of progress has been 
away from this spot, and any one 
visiting there to-day will find a peace­ 
ful 
farming 
community.—Detroit 
Free Press.
